RAILWAY’S NEW YORK-ATLANTA 

SPECIAL. 

General Passenger Agent Mur¬ 
dock of tbe Seaboard Air Line Rail¬ 
way, has deferred until now, bis 
plans for the New York-Altanta 
Special all-Pullman train that is to 
be run for the benefit of those going 
to tbs big Atlanta Convention from 
snd through New York.

Again ban an impressive warn 
ing coma to leach ns that in the 
midst of life we are in death 
Another friend of the deaf has 
fallen—Jonathan Holbrook Eddy, 
M.A , who died at his home in 
Little Rook, Ark., on Monday 
night, January 8 tii 

Mr. Eddy was horn in Chautan- 
qna County, N. Y. At tbe ago of 
seven, he lost bis hearing from a 
fever. When twelve years old, he 
entered the Fanwood School. He 
had already learned to write end 
| read, so it was but a short time 
I when he proved his superiority in 
all branches of study Ai seven 
teen lie had finished the High 
School Coarse, winning the gold 
medal for all-iound excellence. 
He was induced to take a post¬ 
graduate course under the personal 
instruction of Hie Principal, Dr. 
Isaac Pe«t, with a view of preparing 
him for Columbia College. It. was 
while pursuing this special coarse 
that he received and accepted an 
appointment to teach in tbe newly 
established school at Rome, N. Y. 
This was in 1878. Two years later, 
lie married Hattie Roe, who was 
teaching there. 

Mr. Eddy was the last of tbe 
four intellectual giants who had so 
mnch to do with the upbuilding of 
the Rome School—Alphonso John¬ 
son, F. L. Selineyand Wm. Martin 
Chamberlain—all of wliotn were 
brilliant examples and exponents of 
tbe incomparable Combined Sys 
tern, which, alas! is being ruthless¬ 
ly hampered by oral experiments. 
Mr. Eddy contributed several vain 
able articles to the Annals dwelling 
principally upon the deaf child’s 
mind. lie also wrote tor the deaf 
press for many years. Indeed, 
practically all the best years of his 
life were dedicated to the ameliora¬ 
tion and nplift of his fellow men 
less fortunate than himself. He 
tanght, to be precise, forty-foot 
years, from 1878 to 1922, the last 
fifteen in tbe Arkansas School as 
head teacher and for a time princi¬ 
pal 

Mr. Eddy’s work is done. The 
reed is broken. He has crossed tbe 
bar to his reward. Onr heads are 
bowed in grief aud onr emotions 
bushed in the awfnl presence or 
death. But thanks lie to God for 
tbe beautiful, exemplary, character 
left behind for us to emulate. 

The fnnersl was held in the 
school auditorium Wednesday 
afternoon Rev. John Bodeu of 
Christ Church read the Episcopal 
ritual with Dr. J. R Dohyns acting 
as interpreter. The honorary pall 
bearers were Dr Dobyns. A. W. 
Dobyns, A. W Patterson, D T. 
Clond, 8 , W King, I S Humbert; 
the active ones were M. M. Taylor, 

F. K. Lee, C. P. Gritzka, I L Fow¬ 
ler, and W. F. Murphy. Three 
Girls from the High Class, Misses 
Woodard, Berry and Halhcock sang 
beautifully " Lead, Kindly Light. 
After prayer, Miss Mamie Wallace, 
teacher, signed slowly and exquisite¬ 
ly, the beaatifnl hymn, “ Nearer, 

My God, to Thee.” Two special 
street cars were chattered by the 
school to ooovey the pupils to Oak 
land Cemetery, followed by teach¬ 
ers, officers and friends in ante 
mobiles. 

The caaket was covered with 
flowers, beaatifnl and profuse, some 
from Rome and New York—loving 
tokens which paid far more elo 
quent tribute to the memory of the 
dead than words conld ever do. It 
is in the hearts of his friends that 
his best epitaph is written, and It 
should he a consolation to them that 
he has lived long enough to see and 
enjoy the full acoomplisbrneat of bis 
work. “ Let me die the deatfi of 
the righteous, and let my last end 
be like his.” 

Deep and mauy have been 
expressions of sympathy for 
bereaved widow, who fought 
bravely to ward off grim aod 
evitable death.

The many friends and admirers, 
both hearing and deaf, of Mrs. 

Alexander Graham Bell, will grieve ; Institute 
to learn of her death on Wednesday, j 
January 3 d, t 923 , at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. David Fairchild, in 
Washington, D. C. The following 
concise account of her life is from The 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

Mrs. Alexander Graham Bell, 
sixty-three years old, widow of the 
inventor of the telephone, died Jan 
uary 3 d, at the residence of her 
daughter, Mrs David Fairchild. 

Mrs. Bell, who came to Washington 
from the Bell home in Nova Scotia, 
just before her husband's death last 
summer, never recovered from the 
shock of his passing. 

Born in Cambridge, Mass., as 
Mabel Hubbard, she lost her hearing 
at the age of three, following an at¬ 
tack of scarlet fever. At the age of 
six years she was able to rend lips 

In r 895 Mrs. Bell wrote an article 
entitled: "The Subtle Art of Lip 
Reading,” that has been reprinted in 
twelve languages. She passed three 
years in lip reading schools iu France 
and on her return went to the pri¬ 
vate training school of Alexander 
Graham Bell to have her voice 
culture. The association of master 
and pupil soon ripened into love. 

It is no secret that Mis. Bell in¬ 
spired the invention of the telephone 
by her gifted husband. His persis 
tent hope that he might find the 
means of enabling her to hear led to 
the experiments in phonetics which 
resulted in the telephone. The ex 
periments were financed by her 
father, Mr. Hubbard, who became 
organizer and first president of 
Bell Telephone Company. 

After the invention was recogniz¬ 
ed by the world, they married and 
went aboard. In the winter 
1878-79 they moved to Washington, 
and in 1889 the summer home 
Nova Scotia. Beinn Bhreagh (beau¬ 
tiful mountain), was purchased. 

It was due to the efforts of her 
father and his faith in the oral me 
thod of training deaf children that 
the hold of the sign language 
training methods was broken. 

Not many hours before her death 
January 3 d, Mrs Bell was made an 
honorary member of the Society of 
Telephone . Pioneers. Notification 
of the distinction was conveyed in 
telegram in which the Pioneers 
recorded their ” appreciation of the 
great inspiration and encourage 
ment” which she gave Dr. Bell 
“during the time of difficulty and 
struggle when he was inventing 
the telephone ” 

Mrs. Bell leaves two daughters,

The first-show girl library in the 
world lias been established back 
stage at Ihe New York Hippodrome 
by Miss Louise Owen, a Hippo 
drome diver, who is in charge of all 
the water girls in “Better Times.” 

Throughout her Hippodrome 
career, Miss Oweu, who has a repu 
tatlon as a bookworm and who lias 
even written short stoties for the 
magazines, bus been a sort of 
unofficial guide to the reading of the 
Hippodrome girls Reoenlly she 
Conceived the idea of supplying 
books to the members of the Hippo 
drome company, and to make ttie 
plan effective she put it upon the 
basis of the ordinary commercial 
circulating library, by requiring 
small membership fee as well as 
nominal rental fee of a few cents 
week. She secured about 100 books 
from various sources, and members 
of the staff of the Hippodrome 
loaned the library about fifty more 
from their own bookshelves. Then 
she announced that she would 
attempt to supply any book request¬ 
ed. 

‘I planned the library on the the¬ 
ory that more girls would read If il 
was easier for them to get books,” 
says Miss Owen. “The Hippo¬ 
drome gives two shows a day. That 
means Hie members of the organiza¬ 
tion do not have a great deal of 
time to browse around libraries or 
bookstores, and they do not have 
great deal of time to read during a 
Hippodrome performance. Bnt Ihey 
do have a few minutes as Ihey hang 
to a strap hound to their homes 
after a performance, and perhaps 1 
few minutes more after Ihey get in 
to bed at night. And each year tbe 
number of Hippodrome girls with 
good educations is on the Increase.

Ossiasr Khayyam. 

Omar Khayyam, the Persian 
poet and astronomer, was horn at 
Nafsliapnr, in Kliorssan, ahont 1096 
and died adout 1123. 

" Khayyam” means “ The Tent 
maker,” and it was probably adopt¬ 
ed by Omar as a poetical pen name, 
without his ever having followed 
that trade. Omar devoted himself to 
study, especially astronomy, and 
when the vizier undertook to reform 
the Mohammedan calendar, Omar 
was one of those lo whom the woik 
whs confided. He wrote a number 
of philosophical and scientific works, 
only one of which lias come down to 
ns—a treatise on algebra. His 
modern fame rests chiefly on his 
Rubaiyat or qaatrHius, which have 
been translated into English by 
Edward Fitzgoiald and other Per¬ 
sian scholars. The translation by 
Fitzgerald is probably the best 
known. It was published in 1855.
